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STORY    OF   THE   YEAR 


"Passirf  through  them  swingin'  doors,''  brought 
many  face  to  face  with  high  school  life  for  the 
first  time.  This  experience  may  bring  a  spirit  of  an- 
ticipation, a  feeling  of  apprehension,  or  perhaps  a 
feeling  of  dismay  to  various  students.  To  the  juniors, 
these  feelines  have  been  left  far  behind:  most  of 
them  are  feeling  pretty  good  knowing  that  they  are 
no  longer  the  bottom  fish  in  the  barrel.  They  have 
graduated  to  an  elevated  position,  that  of  the  middle 
man.  But  the  seniors  with  their  memories  of  passed 
years  and  the  knowledge  that  this  is  their  last,  look 
upon  their  first  day  back  in  school  with  the  idea  that 
this  is  only  the  first  of  many  days  that  will  be  spent 
in  preparation  for  the  future.  However,  like  most 
seniors,  they  also  are  counting  the  hours  until  their 
school  days  are  over. 

Almost  all  students  attending  school  the  first  day 
brought  with  them  a  card  which  they  had  received 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  summer.  On  this  card 
was  written  their  prospective  schedule  for  the  coming 
semester.  Throughout  the  summer  Buck  and  Betty 
spent  many  days  organizing  and  assembling  the  pro- 
grams of  the  students,  licking  stamps,  and  addressing 
envelopes. 
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Due  to  the  crowded  conditions  of  the  high  school, 
the  use  of  various  rooms  in  Third  Church  was  ob- 
tained. Students  having  a  class  in  Third  Church  were 
not  very  impressed  with  this  idea,  but  soon  accepted 
the  daily  trek  between  the  two  buildings.  After  a 
difficult  first  day  composed  of  sitting  through  an 
orientation  assembly,  the  students  were  confronted 
with  a  decidedly  different  program.  Upon  their  ar- 
rival the  second  day,  schedules,  blanks,  and  activity 
lists  were  given  to  the  students  in  their  respective 
home  rooms.  After  spending  a  good  part  of  the 
morning  fulfilling  their  literary  obligations  they  were 
fondly  but  forcibly  induced  to  settle  down  to  a  nor- 
mal school  routine,  changed  only  in  the  fact  that  stu- 
dents were  to  go  directly  to  their  first-hour  class  for 
chapel  exercises.  Upon  release  from  school,  every- 
body and  his  brother  mobbed  Brinks  and  Fris  in 
order  to  please  their  teachers  by  obtaining  books  and 
other  school  essentials  such  as  slingshots,  rubber- 
bands,  pea-shooters,  squirt  guns,  etc. 

Following  the  settlement  of 
the  school  into  its  new  sched- 
ule, the  officers  of  the  Sopho- 
more, Junior,  and  Senior  Classes 
were  elected.  The  ballots  count- 
ed by  a  small  group  of  honest 
students,  including  left  to  right: 
Marty  Elzinga,  Tom  Bos,  Barb 
Becker,  Jo  Elhart  and  Bill  Stry- 
ker  showed  the  following  re- 
sults: Russ  Prins  had  been  elect- 
ed sophomore  class  president; 
Bill  Kail,  junior  class  president; 
and  Keith  Van  Hoff,  senior 
class  president. 
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Early  in  the  year,  various  organizations  began 
emptying  the  pockets  of  the  student  body.  The  two 
with  the  largest  take  were  the  Boomerang  and  Her- 
ald. Marilyn  Kunkel  and  Jack  Huizenga  are  shown 
above  taking  money  from  two  apparently  very 
pleased  students. 

The  first  and  only  paid  assembly,  singer  Charles 
King,  opened  for  a  short  but  tremendous  two-hour 
stand  and  played  to  an  enthusiastic,  captive  audience. 
This  was  a  return  performance  for  Mr.  King  who  en- 
tertained Holland  High  students  before.

Early  in  the  fall  the  drama  class  of  Holland  High 
School  participated  in  a  Play  Festival  with  various 
out-of-town  schools  and  presented  a  one-act  comedy, 
"The  Pot  Boiler."  | 

Many  scholarship  and  aptitude  tests  were  attacked     i 
by  the  seniors.    In  September,  Louise  Marsilje  and 
Bill  Connor  achieved  fame  and  friends  by  winning  a 
Merit  Scholarship  Award  stating  that  they  were  of 
exceptional  intelligence. 

The  football  season  came  and  went,  but  the  mem- 
ories of  those  cold  stands  and  warm  spirits  still 
remain  with  us.  What  would  high  school  life  be 
like  without  the  remembrances  of  the  damp,  smoky 
air  of  Riverview  Park  freezing  everyone's  ears  with 
its  frosty  touch,  the  enthusiasm  of  a  pep  assembly, 
and  the  good  times  at  the  sweater  dances. 
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Speaking  of  football,  remember  the  Bonfire  and  Homecoming  —  how  co-captains  Ted  Van  Zanden 
and  Wes  Kuyers  lit  the  bonfire  after  many  attempts,  and  the  pretty  well-kept  secret  identity  of  the 
Homecoming  Queen,  Jo-Lee  Hurlbut,  was  revealed.  Yes,  this  and  the  coronation  of  the  queen  during 
the  half-time  of  the  Homecoming  Game  (a  feat  unattempted  before  this  year)  highlighted  by  her  arrival 
on  the  field  in  a  bronze  Thunderbird  driven  by  Tom  Blackburn,  were  two  of  the  most  important  oc- 
casions of  the  year. 
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The  Magazine  Campaign,  more  successful  this  year  than  any 
previous  year,  brought  fame  to  the  class  of  '57.  Joan  Tanis  became 
one  of  the  most  envied  persons  in  school  by  winning  a  portable 
television  set  as  a  result  of  selling  $340.78  worth  of  magazines. 
The  success  of  this  project  is  due  to  the  class  sponsors  as  well  as 
to  the  senior  class. 

On  October  10,  a  fire  of  unknown  origin  completely  gutted  the 
equipment  room  adjoining  the  varsity  football  locker  room.  Dam- 
age in  excess  of  $2,500  was  reported.  The  fire  destroyed  the  game 
equipment  of  the  varsity  squad.  Shown  in  the  pictures  are  the 
burned-out  equipment  room  and  locker  room.  Considerable  dam- 
age was  caused  by  water  used  to  extinguish  the  flames  by  the 
firemen. 
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With  the  coming  of  the  basketball  season 
came  winter,  colder  weather,  and  a  substan- 
tial amount  of  fun.  The  Christmas  Formal, 
this  year  under  the  theme,  The  Midas 
Touch,  brought  many  couples  onto  the  dance- 
floor,  including  Bonnie  Nash  and  John 
Ashby,  and  Roxie  Rudolph  and  Phil  Ra- 
gains. 

Each  year  the  best  all-around  girl  is  pre- 
sented an  award  by  the  Daughters  of  the 
American  Revolution.  This  year  Jo-Lee  Hurl- 
but  received  the  D.  A.  R.  Award.  Shown 
presenting  this  award  to  Jo-Lee  is  Miss 
Geiger. 

College  Night,  an  annual  event  especially 
for  college  bound  students,  is  held  in  order 
to  give  an  opportunity  to  secure  information 
from  representatives  of  various  schools,  col- 
leges, and  universities.  Shown  below  are 
Bonita  Kolean  and  Pat  Hower  receiving  a 
few  tips  on  the  nursing  profession  and  Dale 
Myaard  and  Dale  Zoet  looking  over  the  ad- 
vantages of  a  business  school. 
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Arsenic  and  Old  Lace  was  the  senior  play  this  year.  It  was  a  great  success  due  to  the  cast:  Joe 
Benston  portraying  Lieutenant  Rooney;  Henry  Steffens,  Officer  Klein;  Bob  Billet,  Officer  Brophy; 
Hewitt  Johnston,  Officer  O'Hara;  Dick  Oudersluys,  Dr.  Einstein;  Margo  Munroe,  Aunt  Martha;  Sally 
Houtman,  Aunt  Abby;  Bill  Kuyper,  Jonathan  Brewster;  Cal  Rynbrandt,  Mortimer  Brewster;  Phyllis 
Smith,  Elaine  Harper;  Fred  Vande  Vusse,  Teddy  Brewster;  Tom  Bos,  Mr.  Gibbs;  Jack  Huizenga,  Rev. 
Dr.  Harper;  and  Bill  Connor  as  Mr.  Witherspoon ;  directors  Chard  and  Van  Hoff,  the  various  commit- 
tees, and  of  course,  the  student  body.  After  all  the  hard  work,  the  play,  a  comedy,  turned  out  to  be  a 
project  of  which  the  senior  class  could  be  proud. 
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Bug  Week  was  the  theme  for  Dutch  Treat  Week 
and  everyone  enjoyed  it  as  much  as  usual.

Gibbons;  Wilcox,  Bonita  Kolean; 
Katy,  Helen  Geerlings;  Frazer,  Bob 
Madison;  and  Barrington,  Carol  Am- 
berg. 
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As  far  back  as  any  present  student  can  remember 
or  as  far  back  as  many  of  their  parents  can  remem- 
ber, there  has  always  been  one  person  with  whom 
Holland  High  School  has  been  associated.  He  is 
J.  J.  Riemersma.  The  student  body  fondly  refers  to 
him  as  Jock.  Jock  has  been  principal  of  this  school 
for  thirty-eight  years.  Thirty-eight  years  of  his  life 
have  been  dedicated  to  the  making  of  better  young 
people  in  high  school.  Because  of  the  way  he  has 
with  students,  because  of  the  friendship  he  created 
with  his  fellow  teachers,  and  because  of  the  sincere 
concern  he  felt  for  all,  Jock  has  had  the  faculty  and 
students  with  him  all  the  way. 

Jock  came  to  Holland  High  as  a  math  teacher  in 
1915  and  the  following  year  became  assistant  prin- 
cipal. Three  years  later  he  accepted  the  position  of 
principal  and  there  remained,  ever  improving,  ever  striving,  until  this  year  when  he  retired. 

His  achievements  and  works,  however,  have  not  been  confined  to  education.  He  is  an  active  church 
member  and  very  civic  minded.  He  has  participated  in  the  preparations  of  Tulip  Time  since  its  begin- 
ning and  belongs  to  various  other  organizations.  Besides  being  an  educator,  a  civic  worker  and  a  church- 
man, Jock  has  spent  two  years  in  the  Army. 

Yes,  Jock,  to  you  the  students  of  Holland  High  School,  those  present  and  those  now  gone,  say 
"Thank  You."    Thank  you  for  the  time,  energy,  inspiration,  and  hope  you  have  so  unselfishly  given. 

As  we  file  out  through  the  closing  doors  of  Holland  High  many  of  us  are  thinking  over  this  last 
school  year.  The  Boomerang  Staff  hopes  it  has  helped  in  its  attempt  to  stimulate  your  memory  and 
pave  the  way  toward  a  better  recollection  of  the  past  year.  We  hope  your  memories  are  happy  ones,  and 
will  always  remain  as  such.
